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„ Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the interpretation 
of the term "strip conductor" are not persuasive. It is noted that the definition found for the term "strip" in the Merriam-Webster's Collegiate 
Dictionary (10th edition) reads "a long narrow piece of material". Said definition, in a broad sense, is considered applicable to the 
conductor wires [30,28] in the temperature measuring device of Honeywell, each being a long narrow piece of material, and hence 
considered to be "strip conductors". Moreover, because the temperature sensor is formed by the junciton of the two "strip conductors" 
mounted on the tube and results from the mounting arrangement of the "strip conductors", as shown by Honeywell, it is considered that 
the temperature sensor is mounted on the "strip conductors". With respect to Applicant's argument towards the combination of Honeywell 
and Peel stating that "conventional epoxies are typically by low thermal and electrical conductivities" it is noted that the use of an epoxy 
that is thermally and electrically conductive is also well known (see for example U.S. Patent 5,812,571 of Peters, lines 53-54 of column 2). 
Therefore, the rejection is considered proper. 
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
